No Price Cuts Expected on Additional 
Food Items, Wholesalers Here Declare 



By DILL HOWARD 

Aside from current price slashes 
In mcfll. shortening. Hour, sugar 
ond soop, dlrecUy rcflccllnB tho re- 
cent declines In Uie nation's com. 
modlly morketi, Ta'ln Palls whole- 
aale grocers. In o poll this week, feel 
that few. If ony oUier food producU 
will be reduced In price. 

On the controrj'. the wholesalers 
contend, there are Indicotlons In 
some quorters that prices are likely 
to Increase In Ihe next two or three 
months on canned fruit Juices and 
canned t-egeUbles. 

With prices on groins fluctuaUng 
from day to day, wholesalers say 
they ore buying cauUously and In 
iffloU lots. It Is too early to make 
any predlcUotu on whether prices 
will live] olf where they are now. 
go lUU lower, or regoln their former 
standing; so they ore purchasing 
accordingly. 

Housewives, they pohit but. would 
be wise to follow the same pro- 
cedure. Some commodlUes are sUlI 
rehiUvely scarce and any unnec- 
essary buying sprees could result In 



severe shortages with corresponding 
price hikes, they point out. 

The most severe decline In ony 
oomiQodlty during recent weeks has 
occurred for flour, where slurojM of 
tl to tl.GO per hundred, depcndlns 
on the (trade, ore reported by whole- 
solers. To the consumer this hos 
meant a saving ot 50 cents or mon 
on a SO-pound sock. 

BecflUic of compeUDon from largt 
chain stores, which rarely cony 
more ihon a week's supply of tost 
moving Items so they can vary prices 
with the slightest market deviaUon, 
some wholesalers say they were 
forced to take a considerable loss 
when the flour price fell because 
they had to sell flour made from 
costly groin ot the lower rote. 

SHortenlng, at the lost listing, has 
dropped two to three cents o pound, 
soap 50 cents per case and sugar 
33 cents per hundred. 

The drop In meat prieca Is D»r 
garded as temporary by many ob- 
servers and Is not expedted to hove 



The reason for this, dcolen ex- 
plain.- Is that the processUig Itself is 
a highly costly openllon and a 
lengthy one hi point of thno con- 
sumed from the original purchase of 
tho meat until It appears In a Jar 
or con upon the rtUOlcr^ shelf.

LOWER PRICES PLEASE EATERS 

epenklnB of the filump In the commodity 
market, we fihould like to put In ft few non- 
technical, unsclcntiric words on behalf of the 
gcncrnl, or eatlOB, public. 

Thl.i public Is made up of several dozen 
million people who do not raise grain or meat 
critters lor a living, or operate flour mills, 
or speculate in the grain market. They have 
watched their grocery bills ro up In direct 
proportion to the rise In grain prices, month 
after month. They have been spending a 
truly alarming proportion of their earnings 
to put food on the table. 

During thL^ trying time, the elected custo- 
dians of their govcmmcnt In Washington 
showed a certain amount ot nympathy. But 
that sympathy took the form of each political 
party blaming the other for letting food prices 
get where they were. Since thDy couldn't agree 
on the blame, they quite naturally couldn't 
agree on a remedy. 

Congress didn't really get excited over the 
rise In grain prices until Harold Stassen 
charged that official "leaks" of information 
were helping government Insiders mako a 
killing on a rising market. Ttits Investlgatflrs 
moved In and Investigated, The market kept 
on rising. 

Then It happened. Commodity prices turn- 
ed and started downward, after setting on 
all-tlmc lUtltudfi record. Food prices, which 
had risen 318 polnU since the war started, 
dropped off 37 points In one week. The eat- 
ing public heaved a hopeful sigh, and waited. 

But there was little Joy or relief in Wash- 
ington. Rather, some of the custodians of 
government started running b righteous 
fever. Rep. August Andresen angrily charged 
that agriculture department "leaks'* had de- 
pressed the market and permitted Insiders to 
escape without Injury, Hecratary of Agricul- 
ture Anderson replied Just as angrily that it 
Mr. Andresen and Senator Talt would only 
hush up, the deplorable condition that was 
making food less expensive might right itself. 

Apparently the concern that these gentle- 
men felt didn't come from any fear that the 
big recession was at hand. Thero was & gov- 
ernment support price to keep the bottom 
from dropping out of the grain market. Tlio 
stock market hadnt been affected seriously 
by the commodity trend. Wages, employment, 
and production continued high. 

It was unhappily true that some people 
lost money In the price drop. But with the 
commodity market operating as It does, this 
waa inevitable II prices were ever going to 
come down. And It doesn't look as If these 
Would be B very widespread loss of shirts. 

It remains to be seen whether our wrang- 
Jing officials will be as unsuccessful in keep- 
ing prices from falling as they were In keep- 
ing them from rising. In the meantime the 
eating public can only marvel that these of- 
ficials, who have been so bu.^ talking about 
bringing down the cost of living, should be 
so angry and dismayed when It actually 
started happening.

CHINESE LOANS RAISE QUESTION 

It seems that nothing In govcmmcnt this 
year can escape the enveloping hand of 
politics. Tho matter of. aid to China is a 
case In point. Some members of congress 
who are least enthusiastic about the Mar- 
shall plan, or openly oppose It, have been 
pushing aid to China. Their reasons may 
not ba wholly political, but partisan Issues 
clearly enter Into tiie picture. 

This Is unfortunate, because aid to China 
Is a complicated problem at best. It we are 
to restrain communism, then we fihould try 
to help restrain it in China, where a full-scale 
war ii going on. It is not clearly established 
that t'ho- Sovlet government Is aiding the 
Chinese communists, but Russia would hardly 
pass lip the chance to capitalize on a com- 
munist victory. 

8o the state department, after much goad- 
ing, Is asking congress for 5510,000,000 for 
China. 

It might be well for congress to re-read a 
story on this subject from ottlclal sources 
last April. It had to do with $3,000,000,000 
In loans, lend-lease, UNRRA aid. and surplus 
property bought for a fraction of cost, which 
China received from this country during the 
war. Specifically It dealt with a cash loan 
of $500,000,000. 

The Chinese government got $200,000,000 
of this In gold, which It sold on the open 
market. Another 5200,000,000 was used up 
In an unsuccessful manipulation of currency 
which did not stabilize Chinese finances or 
avoid a terrific inflation. Fifty million went 
to pay for the paper, printing and trans- 
portation of bank notes. The remaining 
$50,000,000 apparently was used to buy food, 
clothing and other tangibles. 

Obviously, any further aid to China must 
be carefully supervised. Even China's best 
friends make no bones of the fact that the 
Chinese government is corrupt. Graft, or 
"the BQUocze." is an old Chinese custom. 

It would take thousands of Americans and 
mUllons of the Chinese loan to oversee the 
operation. There could be no more of the 
warUme practice of delivering relief goods 
at the dock and letting the Chinese take over.
